_ takeeither Butter, or Hogs greaſe, 
and your hand being all beſmcared 
therewith,thruſt it vp into his Tuell 
till you feele his Ordure, and then 
drawing out as much thereof (if it 
be blacke and hard) as conueniently 
you cag, without doing iniurie to 

| the Horſe, or ſtriving with your 
| handto@goetoofarre : And if you 
find it to be vety ſorebaked within, 
| thenafter you have raked and got 
what you can,you ſhall take a great 
Candle 
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Candleor Pexcher of three or foure 
inthepound at the moſt, and cut- 
ting off an inch or two of the vper 
or {maller end , with your hand an- 
noynt as before,thruſting the great 
end forward, put it vp into his Tuell 
ſo farre as you can get it, then ws 
dainly drawing out your hand, a 
leauing the Candle behind you, 
clap downe his Tayle clote to his 
Tuell, and drawing it vp betweene 
his Legges, hold it with both your 
hands hard and conſtantly for the 
ſpace of an howre, or more, in 
which time the Candle will dif- 
folue inthe Horſes Body,and ſo ſe- 
perate and breake his Ordure, that 
vpontheletting looſe of your hand 
he will preſently dung.

orcater efficacie, or more whole- 
ſomnefle. \ 
There is another accident which 
attendeth the ſickneſſe of Horſes, 
and that is quite contrarie to this 
before rehearſed ,and is called Lax- 
atiueneſſe, or Looſeneſle of Body, 
which is expreſſed by a vehement 
and violent ſcowring : Thus, if at 
any time it ſhall happen, you ſhall 
at firſt note the violence therof, and 
the continuance thereof. 

The violence is knowne by the 
thinneſle, the ſharpneſſe,and the oft 
and ſpeedy auoyding of the Excre- 
ments. 

The continuance 1s knowne by 
the vachangeableneſle of.the Infir- 
marie, and by the proceſle and long 
continuance of time, contrarie to 
all naturall and wholſome cuſtome, 
for you are to obſerue thar an horſe 
may haue a ſcowring for a day, or 
two, or a little more, and this 1s not 
vawholſome, but natural and good,

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and if after it ſtay of ir ſelfe, theti 
it worketh no ewill effe@, bur if it 
_ continue longer, and bring the 
Horſe into any extraordinarie 
weakenefſle of Body,then you ſhall 
ſceke to ſtop it in this manner; 
Take a quart of new Milke, and 


putting thereuntoa good ſpoonfull 


. or two of fine Beane flower, and as 
much Bolearmoniacke finely beaten

Ake of Aniſeeds, of Coming- 

ſeeds, of Fenegreekeſfeeds, of
